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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the closing lever being 
coupled to the contact arm, and the connecting lever being coupled to the contact 
element, as recited in instant claim 3; the power transfer element being a hollow profiled 
section, as recited in instant claim 12; and the structural details recited in instant claim 
1 5, must be shown or the features must be canceled from the claims. No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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2. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 2, lines 4-5, the expression "the second hinged connecting joint which is 
on the contact element" is not clear. According to the present invention, it appears that 
the second hinged connecting joint is on the contact arm rather than on the contact 
element. 

3. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Specifically, the instant claimed arrangement of the bracket and the closing levers 
connected by the connecting element to the bracket is not clear. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-7, 9-12 and 15 (2 and 15 as best understood) are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Izraeli (US 3,840,843). 

Izraeli discloses a device that is inherently capable of being used as claimed and 
has all the features of the instant claimed invention, including one of elements 104, 110 
being readable as a contact arm and the other of the elements being readable as a 
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contact element, closing lever 1 14 connected to connecting lever 1 16 at knee joint 118 
and said closing lever and connecting lever being connected to ends of the respective 
contact element and contact arm via first and second hinged connecting joints. 

Regarding the instant claimed metal conductive power transfer element, as 
recited in instant claim 1 1 , consider either the conductor 1 38 or the free end of arm 1 04 
of Izraeli, which is readable as a metal conductive power transfer element. 

Regarding the instant claimed power transfer element being a hollow metal 
profile section, as recited in instant claim 12, note that the free end of arm 104 of Izraeli 
is readable as a power transfer element that is a hollow metal profile section, as broadly 
recited in the instant claim. 

Regarding instant claim 15, consider the cross-sectional structure of lever 1 14 of 
Izraeli, which is in the form of a U-shape that includes two side parts and a connecting 
middle part; wherein, said two side parts are readable as two closing levers that are 
interconnected by the horizontal connecting middle part. 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the Invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
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were made absent any evidence to tlie contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

7. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Izraeli 
(US 3,840,843). 

Izraeli is applied above. 

Regarding the instant claimed power transfer element being made of extruded 
aluminum, it is noted that electrical conductors made of extruded aluminum is well 
known (Official Notice Is taken); therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in 
the art to alternatively substitute a conductor that is made of extruded aluminum for the 
conductor of Izraeli for achieving expected advantages thereof, such as low cost and 
light weight. 

8. Claims 8 and 14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
